Flint, Mich.—Alleged connivance 
betweeh the Blue Cross and em- 
ployers by which injured workers 
are talked out of their state-guar- 
anteed compensation in favor of 
Blue Cross coverage is being in- 
vestigated by UAW Fisher Local 
581 (CIO), according to Fin.

Alfred Friendly, Washington Post reporter, said in a front 
page piece in his newspaper that the companies “are bursting 


at the seams with a record total 
of liquid wealth” and that the news 
“is likely to. lift the eyebrows of 
stockholders and labor unions.” 


The AFL has been urging its 
unions to lift more than their eye- 
brows. The AFL wants substantial 
wage increases up to 10 to 15 cents 
an hour minimum now. Profits are 
so high, the AFL says, that most 
companies can pay a general sub- 
stantial wage increase now. 

That’s what the Securities and 
Exchange Commission report shows, 
too. 


The report shows that that part 
of last year’s huge corporate profits 
not disbursed to stockholders— 
more than half of 1949 corporate 
profits were held back by the com- 
panies—was not entirely used to 
expand plant equipment. 


Part of it was used simply to 
store up reserves of cash and gov- 
ernment securities, until they to- 
taled, as of the end of last year, 
more than 40 billion dollars. 


At that level, the liquid position 
of United States corporations was 
such that they held 72 cents in the 
bank or in government securities 
for every $1 of their current liabil- 
ities. Among manufacturing corpo- 
rations the ratio was even higher;

Havenner Bill 
In Postal. Service 


As a result of -flood of protests 
against the recent curtailment of 
Postal Service, including a vigor- 
ous one from the San’ Francisco 
Labor Council, . Congressman 
Franck Havenner has introduced 
a bill into the House of Repre+ 
sentatives’ which would -restere the 
services which have been. elimi- 
nated. 

Havenner’s bill will: be known 
as H.R. 8307, and is titled: A Bill 
To Rescind the Order of the Post- 
master General Which’ Curtailed 
Certain Postal Services. Its~ pur- 
pose is stated in simple language: 

. That the order of the Post- 
master dated April 18, 1950, cur- 
tailing delivery and other essential 
service is hereby rescinded, and.. 
the Postmaster is hereby directed 
to maintain such services on the 
basis existing immediately prior to 
such order unless otherwise pro- 
vided by Congress.” 

Meanwhile, protests at service 
cuts in the San Francisco area con- 
tinued to mount. Many routine 
news services and businesses util- 
izing the Post Office Department’s 
special delivery services were dis- 
rupted, because of @hanges in the 
time of pickup, and elimination of 
many pickups and deliveries.

ELECTION ISSUE OF 1950 


Ever since Franklin Roosevelt died the propaganda 
forces of the Republican party and some reactionary 
Democrats have systematically carried on a continuous 
smear campaign whose evident purpose it has been to 
discredit everything that FDR stood for and did so 
much to realize.

Study the Catfish 


Where does a catfish go and 
why? 

In their efforts to find out, in- 
land fisheries biologists of the Di- 
vision of Fish and Game recently 
placed plastic tags on the back fins 
of 800 catfish in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers. 

When tags are returned to the 
Division’s Ferry Building office in 
San Francisco, the research team 
will be closer to finding answers 
to the catfish enigma. 

Successful anglers are urged to 
return catfish tags in the continu- 
ing program to determine the an- 
nual take of fish, migrations, 
growth, and other biological fac- 
tors leading to improved conser- 
vation and management practices. 
The tags, mounted in a plastic com- 
mendation card, are returned to 
cooperating fishermen with a brief 
history of the tagged fish.

Haggerty asked that the Federal 
Government refuse to acknowledge 
ény requests for imported farm la- 
bor unless the directive is upheld. 
He also requested James G. Bry- 
ant, state director of employment, 
to ignore the State Agriculture 
Board recommendation. 

The controversial directive was 
issued last month by the Dept. of 
Employment upon the request of 
the regional office of the U.S. Dept. 
of Labor’s Bureau of Employment 
Security. The memorandum from 
the Federal agency included a list 
of state representatives of the Na- 
tional Farm Labor Union, AFL, 
who should be contacted for avail- 
able workers. 

Opposition to the directive was 
led by the Associated Farmers and 
similar farm employer groups 
which apparently seek imported 
Mexican contract workers and il- 
legal ‘“‘wetback” entrants, in order 
to maintain a large force of un- 
employed domestic labor. 


Building Boom 


Washington, D.C.— Construction 
activity last month, led by private 
homebuilding, exceeded all previ- 
ous records for the month of April, 
according to a report by the U. S. 
Labor Departments’ Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics and the Construction 
Division of the U. S. Department 
of Commerce. Total value of new 
construction put in place during 
April was estimated at $1.7 billion, 
a seasonal increase of 10 per cent 
over the March estimate and 24 
per cent more than in April 1949. 
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Democracy, Realty 
Lobby Head Says 


“I do not believe in democracy.

tiona] Assn. of Real Estate Boards. 

He made those wretched re- 
marks—which stand as an insult 
to the men who wrote the Con- 
stitution of the United States and 
the Declaration of Independence— 
in a letter"to Theodore Maenner of 
Omaha, a former president of the 
NAREB. (Maenner also was cam- 
paign manager for Sen. Kenneth 
Wherry of Nebraska.) 

Nelson’s letter was made public 
by the House Select Committee on 
Lobby Activities. The committee 
was so flabbergasted by the re- 
marks, it questioned Nelson. the 
next day about the matter. 

Nelson declared he still held the 
same views. 

Nelson’s little essay on democ- 
racy, and what it means to him, 
was revealed soon after the presi- 
dent of NAREB, Robert P. Ger- 
holz, told a greup of St. Louis 
businessmen: 

“It may be time to use shotguns 
and rifles—and you know what I 
mean.” 

Well, what can the NAREB pres- 
ident mean by such remarks other 
than that if he can’t have his way 
he is ready to use violence? 

So there you have your real es- 
tate lobby. No wonder it fights 
the people’s interest morning, noon 
and night.—(LLPE).

For 110 Jobs 


New York.—In a crowd scene 
that recalled the darkest days of 
the depression, more than 3000 men 
waited in line May 2, some for as 
long as 36 hours, to apply for 110 
jobs as city laborers. 

The men had to pay $1.12 each 
for application blanks: distributed 
at the Parks Dept. offices by the 
Municipal Civil Service Commis- 
sion, The jobs are handed out on 
a first-come, first-served basis. 
None of the jobs will be available 
before fall. 

By 8:45 a.m. May 2, over 1000 
men were in the line. In the 
next hour and a half another 
1500 men arrived and by noon, 
when the doors opened, over 3000 
men were quietly waiting in the 
street. 

The jobs for which the men ap- 
plied involve porter work and pay 
from $1290 to $2040 a year.

Atlanta, Ga.—Preliminary check 
of membership of the AFL United 
Textile Workers of America in the 
south reveals a healthy increase 
in both membership and the num- 
ber of new local unions. 

“Our membership in the south, 
and the number of local unions, is 
at an all-time high within recent 
years,” declared Joseph Jacobs, 
UTAW-AFL director. “The CIO 
Textile Union—as their officials 
have said in newspaper reports— 
may be losing members and have 
fewer than they had in 1947, but 
our organization has shown a 
healthy growth in spite of the 
Taft-Hartley law and any other 
obstacles.” 

The south will have more dele- 
gates to the UTAW-AFL conven- 
tion beginning June 19 in New 
York City than in 1948, and three 
times the number representing the 
south in the 1941 cenvention. 


National Farm Union president, has 
said about our agricultural living 
conditions:

It is notable that this plea 
was made only after a _ serious 
power famine had developed on the 
West Coast and only after private 
utility executives there had stopped 
fighting some of the Reclamation 
Bureau’s plans for the CVP devel- 
|! opment. 

Wind erosion of land is a big 
problem in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. It could easily become Cali- 
fornia’s “Dust Bowl.” In 1948, for 
example, Kern County had eight 
“dusters”—one of which piled drifts 
two feet high on cotton fields, caus- 
ing at least a million dollars dam- 
age. The underground water re- 
sources in the San Joaquin have 
been overdrawn. Completion of the 
Central Valley Project would re- 
plenish this underground water 
supply, help prevent the San Joa- 
quin from becoming another “Dust 
Bowl.” 

The time is now for an efficient 
'State agricultural planning agency 
to coordinate our various programs 
| affecting agriculture. It is time to 
stop this criminal waste.
